The lack 
of consistency in the operations of the 
Germans added to the increased vig- 
ilance of the censors In making: tho 
lot of the military prophets a hard 
une. All they can deduce today from 
the information given out is that the 
Germans failed to break through the 
allies' front anywhere. Naturally, the 
absence of news makes a place for 
rumors, which arc very plentiful, but 
which no ones dares to publish, even 
if their truth hud been ascertained. 


j Conimentors are also required to he 
j very circumspect, as is shown by the 


blank white gaps of various lengths 
in the censored articles in the Paris 
newspapers. 
All that can be said of 


the unofficial reports that are print- 
able is that they are not unfavorable 
to the allies. 
The zouaves are reported by re- 


turning wounded soldiers to -bo cov- 
ering themselves with glory on the 
allies1 left. 
It Is related that one 
day recently the French were obliged 
to recede under a tremendous pressure 
of numbers and left eight 3-inch guns 
In the hands of the enemy.

just published in bulletin No. 14S a 
compilation of the labor laws of the 
United States, with brief notes on court 
decisions. 


This is the fifth such compilation 


which has been issued by the com- 
missioner of labor since the organiza- 
tion of the bureau in 1SS3. The last 
compilation ended the legislation of 
the year 1007. The present work Is in 
two parts and gives the laws of all 
the states and .of the United States up 
to the .close of the year 1913. 


The major part of the laws relate 


to the two subjects of the regulation 
of mines and factories. 
One of the 


most important subjects is the law re- 
garding the regulation of the condi- 
tions of the employment of women and 
children. The mothers' pension law is 
also found in this instructive work 
apd will prove very interesting read- 
ing matter. 
The bulletin shows mini- 


mum wage laws In nine slates (Wis- 
consin, Washington. Utah. Oregon, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, Massachusetts, Col- 
orado and California), besides the pro- 
vision of the Ohio constitution which 
authorizes such a law, though none 
has been enacted, and 21 laws pro- 
viding for the support of mothers of 
dependent children. 


On a careful perusal of this book it 


will be found that tho railroads have 
not been overlooked and a consider- 
able degree of attention is given train 
crew laws, hours of service laws, laws 
reaulring shelters for workmen, laws 
regulating height of bridges, etc., over 
the tracks, and numerous laws requir- 
ing , snjfaty appliances 


Tho orders of the Industrial com- 


missions of New York and Wisconsin 
which have the forco^of laws arc also 
Included in this compilation. 


The notes of decisions are necesr 
sarily hrief and are confined to the 
decisions of-the supreme courts of the 
various states and the United States.

he went last summer to study.

spent July, August and 'part oj! the 
present month in Germany and Aus- 
tria. 
Though arrested as an Eng- 


lish spy In Austria, and standing be- 
side a man who was shot as a spy 
while Loveen was en route from Aus- 
tria to Germany, Leveen nevertheless 
managed to smuggle through the Brit- 
ish Isles, and on a British liner, a num- 
ber of officials documents which were 
published by the Qerniah government 
in order that its version of the war 
and its beginning might be known to 
the world at large. 
The English au- 


thorities, he said, are conliscating all 
such publications they find. 


All o fthom Asport that the war was 


largely due to the fact that the allies 
misunderstood a telegram sent ou.t by 
the kaiser, and declare that the katsur 
did nil in his power to prevent the war. 


When Young I,evoon arrived in Ber- 


lin, June 25, "that there was something 
brewing was clear enough to every- 
body in Berlin." said Leveen. "Soldiers 
paraded through the streets all night 
and day, marching to and from tho 
drill prounde."

to Dresden rind later to Prague.

taken into custody, and sometimes as 
many as 100 of these unfortunates were 
shot In one day.

I 
was arrested and 


brought to the headquarters of the 
Prague police.

montB on my person to prove that I 
was not of English birth, but fortu- 
nately I did have two letters from 
Somervllle which plainly indicated that 
I had gone abroad from Boston to 
study music.

convinced that tho medical supervision !

WHrd went in and separated them and 
he found Mr. Trudeau and 
the other 
patient wrestling, Mr. Trudeau being 
on the floor,—the other patient being 
on top of him. 
HP did not, however, 
see him struck. Saturday 
morning, 
Mr. Trudeau, who was still quite rest- 
less, started to run down the corridor 
and slide on the floor. In doing this 
he slipped and fell striking his lip and 
face. 
He had the idea that morning 
that an automobile was outside wait- 
ing for him and desired to put on his 
hesf clothes; in fact, all of his clothes. 
Thfi ch.arge attendant being desirous 
of avoiding any trouble with him al- 
lowed him to have them. At about 11 
o'clock the assistant supervisor 
came 
in the ward and found him with three 
vests, two coats and n sweater on. He 
decided he'ought not to wear so niuch- 
thejrefore. he. with the assistance of 
three other attendants, removed them. 
So far as we can ascertain Mr. Tru- 


Trudeau later came back to the clothea 
room to got moro clothes, Tho attend- 
ant stood In tho doorway and finally ho 
and another attendant took Mr. Tru- 
dcau by tho arm to lead him Into tho 
corridor. 
The second attendant, after 


they got to tho door, let go of the pa- 
tient's 
arm and 
then 
tho patient 


pushed or throw tho other .attendant 
across tho corridor onto tho floor and, 
as he did so he lost his balance and 
fell heavily his 
head 
striking 
first 


against the wall and then 
tho floor. 


When the attendant who was thrown, 
down picked himself up he saw Mr, 
Trudeau on the floor and going over 
found tha&rhe wp.s in a serious condi- 
tion and notified the physician at onca 
but when he arrived in tho ward Mr, 
Trudeau was dead. 
.We at once, after making a prelimi- 
nary Investigation, notified the medical 
examiner, who came to the hospital, 
and after talking with the attend- 
ants and Investigating; the affair, noti- 
fied the district attorney, who author- 
ized an autopsy which waa performed, 
by him there being present our path- 
ologist. Dr. F.uller, and Dr. Ca.na.van, 
assistant pathologist oC the state board, 
of insanity, who had been notified. 
There was found a fracture of tho. 
base of tho skull, which was not in, 
any -way apparent prior 
to 
death; 


There was a slight cut and wound -on 
one side of his.head and some bruises; 
they also 'found three ribs fractured 
and the. breast bone. In these there 
had been no displacement so that it 
was diflicult to ascertain, until the 
autopsy, that anything of the kind 
existed. 
The district attorney's office

notified of the findings and tho Mas-* 
sachiiRfttts district police were request- 
ed to thoroughly investigate the mat- 
ter.

In Egypt." said Mr. Woodbury, "has 
both Impaired tho staple and reduced 
tho output in some instances as much 
as 60 per cent." 
As a result of a hearing on the mat- 


ter last May, tho secretary reported, 
the 
department of agriculture had 


adopted Mr. Wocdbury's suggestion 
that manufacturers using Egyptian 
cotton should bo reciuestcd to burn each 
day all picker waste and seeds from 
such cotton, for tho reason that the 
pink boll worm often was found in the 
seeds. President Albert G. Duncan of

National Association of Cotton 


Manufacturers in July last sent a let- 
ter to all members' urging compliance 
with tho department's request.

Woodbury reported that all the re- 
sponses to this letter had been favor- 
able.

"If you want to build a garage, or 


store gasolene, tho first thing to do 
Is to go to tho city clerk and apply 
for a license. 
After tho license has 


been granted by tho city government 
you go to the chief of the fire depart- 
ment and make application for a per- 
mit. He will give you a copy of the 
rules and regulations and as soon as 
the rules and regulations have been 
compiler! with the flro chief will Issue 
tho permit. 
Can there be anything 


more simple? Thore has to be a year- 
ly renewal of tho permit, of course, 
nnd the process of renewal Is the same. 
You visit both tho city clerk and the 
chief of the fire department. 
The Insurance Question 


"It is absolutely essential that keep- 


ers of garages and owners of automo- 
biles in general should 
familiarize 


themselves with the laws and regula- 
tions governing tho construction " and 
maintenance of garages, and tho stor- 
age and handling of volatile inflam- 
mable liquid In connection therewith. 
If they don't they are liable not to 
be able to recover their insurance in 
case of Hre They will find that their 
policies provide, that the rules and reg- 
ulations shall be lived up to. 
If you 


should go to the city clerk and maKe 
application for a license and tho city 
council should grant tho license, you 
would find, in case of nre, that you 
had not gone the whole distance, pro- 
viding you had not obtained a per- 
mit from the chief of the fire depart- 
ment.

But it is an avo- 
cation which Is honorable and healthy 
and which is vigorous. 


"She will demand- that you pursue 
that avocation with the same energy 
with which you pursue your vocation, 
and In that way only, will say, can 
you render her the best service. Sho 
will give you abundant time to attend 
to your social obligations.

of tho gift of the lawyer is In know- 
Ing how to meet men. 


"Men and women today aro grow- 
ing selfish. The young man of today 
says ho will not marry until he has 
sufficient income. 
Meantime he will 


join some club, and he grows up in 
an atmosphere of solf-indulgenco. The 
women themselves form into clubs, and 
so the sexes separate, each acting in 
Its own sphere. But I should rather 
see the young men and women mar- 
ry.
